ABOUT COAL BUSINESS 


At last the public is to know all 


about the coal business. 
The coal 


men of the country nave decided to 
lake the public into their confidence 
and tell them alii there is to know 
about the matter. This is according 
to a statement ^recently made ;by. 
John D. A. Morrow, general secre- 
tary at 'Washington for the National 
Coal Association. 
Mr. Morrow sayi 


that the coal operators have .been 
operating in a secret manner for too 
long; and at last they have discovered 
the error of their ways, and are going 
to go to the other extreme and open, 
their hearts to us. 


Mr. Morrow does not state just 


what method is going to be pursued.. 
In taking the public into their confi- 
dence, but no doubt the idea .is to 
establish a press bureau, from whicn 
there will be sent out many articles 
to the newspapers of the, country 
which they will be allowed to publish 
free of charge.' These articles will 
no doubt, inform;- the public of the 
efficient service that the coal men are 
rendering to the public, and what 
they are doing to win the war. If a 
man reads all they send out, and it 
is worded in anything like the slame 
manner as the advertising furnished 
by some of the other big corporations 
of the country, he will, no doubt, 
come to realize that It is the ordinary 
dub who pays nine or ten dollars a 
ton for soft coal, and finds It hard to 
get at that price, is the fellow who is 
getting all the best of it, and that the 
coal miners are entitled a vote of 
thanks every thirty days for the pa- 
triotism they have displayed and th,'.

FOR MEAT SUPPLY 


The Department of "Agriculture at 


Washington is trying at the present 
time to impress on the minds of tha 
American public the desirability of 
raising more 
poultry 
during 
this 
coming year in order to augment the 
supply of meat in the country. It is 
a v/ell known fact that poultry will 
produce meat in a shorter time and 
under more unfavorable conditions 
than in any other way, and the con- 
sequence is that people are beina ad- 
vised to raise poultry. 
The 
department 
says: 
Poultry 


must be produced next year where it 
has never been produced before, and 
everywhere that poultry has been 
raised,^ the production must be in- 
creased. It is necessary that people 
in the city and on the farms should 
respond to the call, for it is impera- 
tively necessary that the production 
of poultry should be doubled during 
this coming year—a program which 
must be carried out if we are going 
to, win the war. 


" It is not intended that the army 
will be fed on chickens and eggs, buu 
the production of chickens will en- 
able them to be eaten at home and 
the beef, pork and mutton that would 
otherwise 
be 
consumed 
can 
be 


shipped to the soldiers. 
The United States Department of 


Agriculture calls upon the country to 
double the poultry production next 
•ear. This can be done if the farm- 
ers will keep an average of 100 heiir- 
instead of 40, as at the present, an>; 
if every family in town will keep 
enough hens in the back yard to pro- 
duce all the eggs used by that family 


or two hens to each person.

Italy Home of PerBola. 


The idea of the pergola was bor- 


rowed from Italy," and many of the 
best planned pergolas follow an Ital- 
ian model. . They may'be solidly built, 
with brick or stone pillars, either

'flooring Is generally of brick or ran- 
dom jointed stone work. These solid 
pillars form a good foundation . for 
rambler roses of ail kinds, or festoons 
of clematis, honeysuckle and wistaria.

Some Acorns Are Edible. 


Acorns are commonly thought to be 


fit only for feeding hogs, but many 
kinds of them can be made edible and 
nourishing for people as well. 
The 


Indian custom was to pound or grind 
the acorns up and leach out the tan- 
nin, 
which makes most of them unfit 


for eating when raw, ^ treaUng he 
pulp with hot water. 
The resulting 


flour, which contained 
considerable 


starch, was made either Into a por- 
ridge or baked 
in small cakes of 


bread. 
As a rule, the acorns of the 


various white oaks having less tannin 
are the ones best suited for food but- 
Indians also used those of the black 
ones, even though they contain much 
tannin. The acorns of the basket or 
cow oak, the chinquapin oak. shin or 
Rocky Mountain oak, live oak, and of 
several other species, are sweet enough 
to bo eaten raw.

\nother nut which is not suited for 


eating raw. but from which a palatable 
food is said to have been prepared by 
the Indians is the buckeye. The ker- 
nels of these nuts were dried. P°w°er-

and freed of the poison which 


thev contain when raw by filtration.

vision of J. D. Northrop of Uncle Sam's 
geological survey, show the volume of 
natural gas commercially utilized In 
the United States in 1916 was greater 
than that so utilized In any other year 
:in 'the history of the natural-gas in- 
dustry. 
The 'volume used, which 


amounted to 753,170,253,000 cubic feet, 
constitutes a new record.-exceeding by 
nearly 125,000,000,000 cubic feet, or 
20 per cent, the former record, estab- 
lished in 1915. 


The average price of this gas at the 


point of consumption was 15.06 cents 
a thousand cubic feet and its total 
market value was $120,227,468, a loss 
of 0.16 cent in unit price, but a gain 
of $18,915,087, or 18.6 per cent, in total 
value compared with 1915. 


Credit for increased production oi 


natural gas in 1916 belongs; in the ur- 
der given, to West Virginia, Oklahoma 
Pennsylvania, California, Louisiana, 
Kansas, Texas and Arkansas, which 
together produced 132,000,000,000 cubic 
feet more gas in 1916 than in 1915. 
Significant increases, Important local- 
ly, but unimportant as affecting th< 
production of tb,e entire country, are 
credited to Illinois, New York, and 
Montana. 
In only two states was 


there a significant decrease iu the 
production of natural gas In 1916. The 
rapid exhaustion of the prolific Cleve 
land field, In Cuyahoga county, O., re- 
sulted in a loss of some 9.6 billion 
cubic feet in the total volume pro- 
duced in Ohio, and the steady decline 
of the old fields in Indiana caused a 
falling off of 0.6 billion cubic feet in 
the output of this state. 


The general Increase In the produc- 


tion of natural gas In the United 
States In 1916 is attributed principally 
to an enormous expansion of the cas- 
ing head gasoline Industry In all nat- 
ural-gas producing states and to a 
greatly augmented demand for natural 
gas as fuel by industries engaged in 
the manufacture of munitions of war. 
The Influence of this demand is shown 
in. the increase In the volume of gas 
and in the Increase in the value of 
cas consumed.

It had suffered from conflagra- 


tion on two previous occasions when 
invading armies punished it for Its 
stubborn resistance. The old fortifi- 
cations have also been dismantled and 
attractive promenades now take the 
place of the old walls and earthworks. 


Dorpat is known by many names 


(Yurlev, Dorpt, Derpt, Tarto, Tarto- 
lln and Tehebata). a fact which recalls 
Its tempestuous history during the six- 
teenth, seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries, when It was a veritable shut- 
tlecock city, being tossed back and 
forth 
between 
contending nations 


which made the Baltic provinces their 
battlegrounds. It Is supposed to have 
been founded by a prince of Kiev early 
in the eleventh century. 
Two hun- 


dred years later the Teutonic knlghta 
arrived, and the year following their 
advent the cathedral was established 
on the Domberg. Russia ousted the 
Germans In 1558; Poland took posses- 
sion in 1582; Sweden seized the town 
in 1600; Poland retook It In 1603; 
sweden was once more In possession In 
1C25; Russia asserted its claims In 
1666, followed by a long period of 
Sweden-Russian activities which re- 
sulted In Russia's making good its 
claim in 1704. Four years later a large 
part of the population was deported 
to the Interior of Russia. 


Before the outbreak of the world 


war Dorpat was the headquarters of 
the Eighteenth army corps of Russia. 
It has a population of 50,000. and ever •• 
since the middle ages, when It was a 
member of the Hanseatlc league, it has 
enjoyed considerable trade with Pskov 
and "Novgorod. The agricultural fair, 
held in August of each year, Is an Im- 
portant feature of the city's life In 
times of peace.

Riser Kmbnch, which flown eastward 
nto Lake PclpuH, Dorpat Is connected 
by rail with both Hevnl and Riga and 
also hart a triweekly utoamboat service 
connecting It with the trade center of 
Pskov,- on the Vellkaya, one of th« 
water routed connecting the Baltic 
with Southern Russia. The distance 
to Riga by mil Is 150 miles, In a south- 
westerly direction, while Revnl lies to 
the northwest n distance of 118 miles. 


,Except for one or two churches, In- 


cluding the cathedral which crowna 
Dombcrg (Cathedral 
hill) 
and 
the 


castle, which rises on the brow of 
Brhloasberg (Castle hill), there ard 
few medieval building* In the town, 
owing to the fact that the place was 
almost completely destroyed by fire In 
3777. It bod suffered from conflagra- 
tion on two previous occasions when 
Invading armies punished It for Its 
stubborn resistance.

Italy Home of Pergola. 


The Idea ot the pergolu was bor- 


rowed from Italy, nnd many of the 
best planned pergolns follow an Ital- 
ian model, They may'be solidly built, 
with brick or stone pillars, either 
square or round, or sometimes with 
these alternating; In this case the 
'flooring Is generally of brick or ran- 
dom Jointed stone work. These solid 
plllnrs form a good foundation for 
rambler roses of all kinds, or festoons 
of clematis, honeysuckle und wistaria. 
Very generally, however, the pergola 
Is of lighter construction, und, In this 
case, lurch poles are often used. Cure 
should be tnken to choose strong poles 
and to see that the prevailing slope 
of the cross bars Is up rather thnn 
down, ns otherwise they sng In the 
center In nn unsightly way. These 
pergolns are not such enduring posses- 
sion na the more solid ones, but the 
cost is much smaller, and they soon 
become beautiful, since most rambler 
roses are so free-growing us to hide 
the framework In a short time. Much 
depends upon tho type of house and 
garden, the simpler pergolns being bet- 
ter suited to the cottage, while [lugged 
walks, with piers of brick or atone, 
seem more In keeping with the Inrger 
nnd more stately dwellings,

The Red 
CrotsS commission to Russia has established a woll-orguni/cd office, with 
nn cflicicnt personnel in Pctrogrnd and on the road as transportation 
Rgents.

"There Is only one safe way," said

manently universal military training, 
apply it to every younjr man who Is 
physically fit, -ay In his nineteenth or 
twentieth year. The training can be 
carried forward in the United States 
training camps that are now being e»- 
tabHshed for training men called by 
the selective draft.

mechanism, that is most neglected-- 
is the theme of an educational cam- 
paign instituted by one of-the big 
rubber companies in the interests of 
war economy. Many unexpected out- 
burst from air-containers originate 
rrom:"Bins\ of omission" and com- 
mission" and, by 
emphasizing 


more glaring ones the company be- 
lieves it.can save the motorist dol- 
lars, that otherwise would pour In the 
abyss of waste. 
Undue haste in replacing a. punc 


turod.or blown out tube is respon- 
sible for a multitude of those sins. 
The' most common mistake is pinch- 
ing' the tube. The tube is Inserted 
In an uneven' or twisted manner. This 
causes it to overlap or wrinkle with 
the result that La a short time it will 
cut thru where It has been over- 
lapped and we have a leak. The same 
trouble is also caused sometimes by 
putting a new 'tube Into the tire just 
as It Is taken from the box. When 
the tube is applied after mounting, 
there.Is such an Inrush of air that it 
will often buckle up the tube, there- 
by forcing a tiny section beneath the 
bead spreader. 
V 
Especially will this occur if the 


valve stem Is not p'ullod out to its 
proper position. Tho operator should 
proceed slowly when applying th3 
tube. Before putting it into the cas- 
ing it should be given a couple o 
"shots" of air, then It should be ap- 
Pl'ilod carefully, the inside—the side 
on which tho stem occurs.—being al- 
ways kept inside. When It is in the 
casing it should be "talced" care- 
fully and the 
Angers 
forced 
all 


around the tire to make sure that the 
talc has been evenly distributed, and 
then, before the loose bead is ap- 
plied, the tire should be given a little 
more air —enough to round it out 
nicely and prevent pinching. 
The motorist should be cautioned 


against using too much talc. 
There 


are several powders procurable for 
keeping the tube from sticking to 
the casing, among these being soap 
stone, praphlte and tnllte, but the use 
of too much of any of these proves 
disastrous and a collection of sub- 
stance In one place ea,tfl into the 
rubber. 
If, on the other hand, no 


powder be used, It will be only a 
short time before the heat generated 
will cook the tube. 
Under-lnflation is equally 
Injur- 


ious to tubes. 
When the under-In- 


flated tire passes over a stone bota 
caslivg and tube are jolted against 
the rim and sooner "Or later a leak 
will develop. 
All tires should be 


Inflated to the standard prescribed by 
manufacturers. 
„.„- 
If a tire deflates suddenity the car 


should be stopped immediately, aj 
continuous running means that the 
casing must slip circumferentlally, 
ripping the valve stem out and tear- 
ing the tube. 
Sand in a casing is another cause 


of the ruination of a tube. It very 
often happens that a motorist while 
repairing a puncture on a road per- 
mits the tube and casing to pick up. 
particles which create a friction •later 
and eventually tiny holes, which will 
scarcely show when tho tube is sub- 
merged in water, assert themselves. 
Then the motorist runs to the dealer 
and charges him with selling a por- 
ous tube. 
Putting uadersixed tubes In cas- 


ings is a common fault. This strains 
the tube, makes the expansion all 
one-sided—on the tread sido of the 
tire—and .generally 
results 
in 
a 


sonorous blow-out In No Man s Land. 


Sunlight 13 a natural enemy of in- 


ner tubes. 
The sunlight, and any 


bright light for that matter 
dries 


out the tube and makes it brittle 
and unelastlc. It is then known as a 
"macaroni" tube. A cool, dark place 
is the proper rdfuge for the reserve 
tube. 
The effect of grease and oils 


on tubes is well known. 


A habit of motorists to carry tubes 


unprotected In tool' boxes Is often re- 
sponsible 
for 
much 
subsequent 


troubfle. 
Tools are being bounced 


against it as the car bounds along, its 
sides are chafed and become worn. 
It is weakened before.it is even In- 
serted In the 
casing. 
All tubes 


should be carried In a waterproof 
bag or well wrapped in newspaper. 
Use of space under the seat near the 
battery box for reserve tubes hasi Ita 
penalties, too. Acid from the bat- 
tery frequently splashes 
over , and 


douses tho tube, and from that mom- 
ent on deterioration starts.

PNEUMONA-—AIR RAIDER 


A ruthless campaign,, .similar. In 


character to- the airplane raids of 
Prussi.an.ism, is being carried on 
against the people of,Wisconsin by 
pneumonia^-.Partly because of Wis- 
consin's successful eight year's war 
against tuberculosis, but partly, also, 
because of a very real rise;.in. | the 
number of victims being struck down 
by pneumonia, this latter disease has. 
outrun the White Plague aa a cause 
of death.

While the tuberculosis death rate 


has been declining in the past eight 
or ten yeaW, the pneumonia death 
rate has -changed, too. In some years, 
it has been only a little in other years 
a great deal, but always climbing up- 
ward. During 1915 and 1016, more 
people' died from pneumonia in Wis- 
consin than from any other single 
cause 
The enormous1 rise in 1916, 


especially, has puzzled physicians and 
interested laymen. Yet, pneumonia 
is an Infectious germ disease, and 
therefore is largely preventabla. 


For its spread, .two conditions are 


necessary—the presence of the germ, 
and the presence otf an, individual 
whose resistance is sufficiently lower- 
ed to permit the germs to make a 
successful attack. 
The latter Is 'by 


far the more important reoiuirement. 
Pneumonia germs are almost arwajcs 
present. It Is only When they find- a 
victim 
whoao impaired resistance 


makes .'him good soil tor infection/ 
that they work*havoc. 


Good rules for avoiding pneumonia 


are'the simple rules of health. First, 
keep away.from those who have the 
disease; second, furnish your body 
with fighting strength against the 
germs in' case they do gain entrance. 
Put up a stubborn fight against spit- 
ting, coughing and sneezing. Beware 
of.,, predisposing conditions such as 
common colds and excesses of all 
kinds. 
Hospital records show that 


the death rate among alcoholics is 
especially high; the confirmed smolc- 
er, whose nose and throat are irri- 
tated by tobacco fumes, makes rela- 
tively an easy victim. 


Get plenty of rest, plenty of exer- 


cise, and, above all, plenty of fresh 
air. 
In crowded street cars or in 


congested, close places of any kind, 
pneumonia finds ideal conditions for 
spreading. 
Avoid dangerous expos- 


ure, 
but live in fresh air, work In 


fresh air, sleep in fresh air, and help 
lo reduce the pneumonia rate in 1917 
and 1918.

RUN ROADS AS ONE SYSTEM 


Lines Submerge Interests in Effort to 


Co-ordinate Service for War— 


Embargo on Luxuries Near. 


Washington. Nov. 27.—Henceforth, 


for war purposes, there is just one 
railroad system east of Chicago- New 
York Central, Pennsylvania, B. & O., 
Erie and the rest of them are merely 
historical names. 


These roads will be operated as a 


single big system by a committee com- 
posed of vice presidents of the va- 
rious lines. The railroads will be ad- 
ministered with the sole purpose of get- 
ting freight handled in the most ex- 
peditious way. 


The war board directs "that all 


available facilities on all railways 
east of Chicago be pooled to the ex- 
tent necessary to furnish maximum 
freight movement."

Artillery Fighting Is Almost Contlnu- 


ous There—tommies, It Is Hoped, 
Will Take Part In Actual Restora- 
tion of Alsace-Lorraine.

Washington,—An 
amiable censor- 


atrip has allowed the American people 
to know the section of the French 
ifront In which their troops are en- 
gaged In the preliminary trials of war- 
(fare. "A quiet sector" Is the way In, 
which the first dispatches described 
ithat- section of the line from which 
the Sammies made their first foray 
Into No Man's Land. 


This "quiet sector" really la about 


us noisy a one as can be found from 
(Flanders to the Vosges mountains, but 
•the uproar for two years has been that 
of artillery, with few rattllngs of rllles 
and machine guns to "staccato" the 
performance. 
Washington believes to- 


iday that the part of the front In 
'France where the Americans now are 
'fighting 
and 
where 
dullness 
ha<f 


reigned soon will be a scene of violent 
ibattle action. 


From one high point of vantage near 


the sector where, the American troops 
'are camping and trenching they can 
llook on Metz. They are close to Ger- 
imany and some unfortunate few of 
ithem already are In Germany. The 
,'bellef Is strong In Washington that 
,on extraordinary effort will be mnde 
iby the Americans shortly to take a 
!trench on their own account and to 
•double the score against the Germans. 


When the first unanswered word 


•came that the Americans were at n 
oulet point of the line everybody at all 
'familiar with the battle conditions In 
iFrance knew that out- boys were close 
;to the Mosello river near the city of 
Nancy, and not far from Pont-a-Mous- 
son, the city of a thousand bombard- 
ments. 


Scene of Continuous' Bombardment. 
The Moselle river runs northward 


.through Pont-a-Mousson and thence 
on fifteen miles to Metz, the capital 
of Gorman Lorraine. In this general 
aector are the woods of Champenoux 
and the "Wood of the Priest." 
In 


'these two little segments of the front 
to which notwithstanding that the raill- 
ery word "quiet" Is applied, the flght- 
•Ing has been almost continuous since 
August, 15)14, and in many cases It has 


cn hand-to-hand. 
In the Wood of the Priest (Bols le 


Tretre), the French and the German 
trenches are so close together that a 
good throwing arm can send a light 
.bomb from the one Into the other. The 
wood has been peaceful on one day 
land an inferno the next. The Ameri- 
cans getting into this place are as- 
isured of action. 


Military strategists for three years 


;have been studying the "possibilities 
iof the case" In the valley of the Mo- 
selle, a valley in which today the dis- 
patches more than intimate many of 
the American troops are now under

For a long time the French have

placed in this sector. An order given 
from a place of high command would

nil-embracing strategic' plan of ''cam- 
paigning must bo, adopted by. the al- 
lies to force thb .war to an end quickly, 
No officer of.any army can .talk for 
publication upon military subjects, but 
enough has been learned from high 
army headquarters, here and; abroad 
to let the American people know that 
a grand plan of campaign Is'the thing 
which today is being sought.'

in conference with them is In' Ignor- 
anoo of the exhaustive studies, which 
Major Sargent has made of strategy,

Pointedly, the thing 'which some- 


thing more than interests , civilians 
here is why has not he war depart- 
ment taken a chance, if one may so 
put It, and selected the one American 
soldier whose strategic studies have 
been endorsed by the world, .to bear 
a hand In the active constructive work 
of the headquarters' planning In the 
city of Washington?

FIRST COLONIST IN CANADA 


Louis Hebert, Coming to This Con- 


tinent in 1604 With De Mont* Ex- 


peditlon, .to Be Honored. 


The name of Louis Hebert Is to be 


honored in perpetuity by the city of 
Quebec. Hebert came to this country, 
in 1604 with the De Wonts' expedi- 
tion and was the first colonist to set- 
.tie in Canada, 
• 
The site of the monument, donated 


by the city of- Quebec, Is In the square 
in front of the city hall there, a part 
of Quebec which Hebert helped to 
clear with his own hands, says the 
Montreal Star. 
' 
De Monts, styled lieutenant gover- 


nor of Acadle, landed on Isle St. Croix 
In the bay of Passamaquoddy on May 
6 1604. Among those with his expe- 
dition was Samuel de Champlahvthe 
founder of Quebec In 1608 
Hebert 


did not reach Quebec until 1617, hav- 
ing returned to France for a trip after 
establishing his farm on the isle and 
it Is in commemoration of the three 
hundredth anniversary of his arrival 
,ln the port that the monument is to 
be erected. 
Louis Hebert labored for three years 


In the wilderness, and the little colony 
saw- 
hard times; sickness being very 


prevalent. 
In 1607 Hebert returned 


to France but came ba'ck to Acadle 
after two years. 


He again returned to his mother 


country after the destruction of the 
colony by an .English force from Vir- 
ginia 'in 1613, but at the Invitation of 
Ohamplaln he came back to Quebec in 
1617, and died there in 1627.

There la no question but that both 


sides of tho Sunday closing issue uro 
pieparing for the ftght over tho flues 
tion. Tho bill which Is to como from 
the administration will likely give to 
municipalities power to docido wheth- 
er the saloons shall be closed on Suiv 
day. This bill will bo opposed by tho 
Anti-Saloon league which will tMce the 
stand that there shall be no legislation 
on the saloon question, so far as Sun- 
day closing is concerned at the special 
session, but that instead there should 
be a demand made for a strict enforce 
inent of the present Sunday closing 
laws on the statutes, which would 
mean, in the opinion of the Anti-Sa- 
loon league, the closing of every sa- 
loon in the state on Sunday. 


On the other hand, tho Sunday ob- 


servance societies will take occasion 
to ask as a substitute for the Sunday 
closing bill which" will bo presented 
by the administration, 
a measure 


which will be much more sweeping 
than the present Sunday closing laws, 
and would close up many linos of bus- 
iness which are now allowed to run on 
Sunday. 


The Rev, S. P. Todd, who has re- 


cently been appointed the director for 
this part of the country of the Lord's 
Day alliance expects that the Sunday 
observance societies will make a fight 
for the bill they propose, and that tho 
measure will be in tho form of a Sun 
flay closing bill which will denomi- 
nate what a,re necessities and provide 
that all businesses not so denominated 
shall be absolutely suspended on Sun- 
day.

for war purposes, there Is just one 
rn Iroad 8>stem east of Chicago; New 
Vork Central, Pennsylvania, B. & O., 
firio nnd the rest of them arc merely 
historical names. 


These roads will be operated a" a 


single big sjMcm by a committee com- 
posed of vice piesldetits of the va- 
rious lines. The railroads will be ad- 
ministered with the sole purpose of get- 
ting freight handled In the most ex- 
peditions way. 


The war board directs "that nil 


available facilities on all railway* 
east of Chicago be pooled to the ex- 
tent necessary to furnish maximum 
freight movement." 


It Is pooling of governmental trans- 


portation agencies as well as the rail- 
ways. 
As part of the program, the na- 


tional fuel administration Is asked to 
arrange for supplying the various coal 
markets from the nearest coal mines. 
There Is to be no delay In putting 
the pew system Into effect. 
The In- 


land waterways are to be developed 
and thus some of the pressure will b« 
taken off the railways. The commit- 
tee which will operate Eastern rail- 
roads as n unit will suggest: 


1. Practical embargo on luxuries

ing that the number .of inmates sub- 
scribing to the first Liberty Loan was 
forty-one, totaling ?4,950. The sub- 
scription to the second Liberty Loan 
was made'.by twenty-five inmates 
totaling $1,850, making a total sum of 
sixty-six inmates subscribing- to ?b,- 
800 Liberty bonds. 
"During the months of June and July 


subscriptions by 272 inmates to the 
Red Cross were $720.85."

Stockholm Report Says Kaimer Ha« 


Made Peace Proposal to the 


Lenine Government.

cording to the Tidnlngen, a Russian 
diplomat left Stockholm on Thursday 
for Petrograd with orders to hand to 
the Russian revolutionary government 
proposals for peace by the central 
powers.

which killed ten persons, injured two 
nnd wrecked the central police station 
here Saturday night may have been 
manufactured by experts in Chicago 
is the theory that now holds the atten- 
tion of the authorities who have the 
investigation in charge.

'Among those with his expe- 
dition was Samuel de Champlnln, the 
founder of Quebec In 1608. Hebert

Among those with his expe- 
dition was Samuel de Champlaln the 
founder of Quebec In 1608. Hebert 
did not reach Quebec until 1617, hav- 
ing returned to France for a trip after 
establishing his farm on the isle and 
It is in commemoration of the three 
hundredth anniversary of his arrival 
,in the port that the monument Is to 
be erected. 
Louis Hebert labored for three years 


in the wilderness, and the little colony 
saw hard times, sickness being very 
prevalent. In 1607 Hebert returned 
to France but came back to Acadie 
after two years. 
He again returned to his mother 


country after the destruction of the 
colony by an . English force from Vir- 
ginia in 1613, but at the invitation of 
Champlaln he came back to Quebec in 
16i7, and died there In 1627.
